Bolter  Scale. 

A  very  novel  method  of  getting  rid  of 
scale  in  a  boiler  ia  credited  by  a  Boston 
paper  to  an  engineer  in  that  city.  The 
scale  came  from  thh  use  of  well  water. 
The  feed  piipe  enters  the  front  of  the 
boiler  just  about  tha  water  line,  and  has 
slots  cut  iu  it  aboqt  an  eighth  of  an 
inch  wide,  Instead  of  the  ordinary  spray¬ 
ing  method  of  distributing  the  Water, 
and  surrounding  t^e  feed  pipes  is  a 
larger  pipe,  about  d.inches  in  diameter 
and  cut  away  at  the  top ;  the  feed  Water 
enters  the  boiler  and  discharges  through 
the  slots  in  the  feed  pipe,  depositing  all 
the  foreign  matter  in  the  water  into 
this  catch  pipe  instead  of  into  the  boiler 
— the  success  of  fhe  plan  depending 
upon  having  a  high  temperature  of  feed 
at  about  the  boiling  point,  when  the 
solids  hold  in  suspension  or  solution  in 
water  will  be  deported.

In  the  opinion  of  Professor  Asaph 
Hall,  as  recently  expressed,  the  problem 
of  the  physical  constitution  of  tbe  moon 
is  one  that  yet  remains  to  be  solved.  Of 
the  "craters,  ’ ’  scattered  all  over  her  sur¬ 
face,  the  voleauie  theory  of  formation 
fails,  he  thinks,  to  be  satisfactory.  An¬ 
other  notion  to  which  be  refers  is  that, 
ages  ago,  the  moon  was  surrounded  by 
swaruis  of  "mooolets,”  which  eventual¬ 
ly  were  precipitated  upon  tbe  moon's 
surface,  fuming  the  craters  now  seen. 
Tbos,  the  Mare  Imbrinm  was  created 
by  tbe  impact  of  a  huge  moon  let,  90 
miles  in  diameter,  which,  in  striking, 
was  raised  to  snch  a  high  temperature 
us  to  melt  its  substance.  An  immense 
hole  or  crater  being  formed  where  It 
struck,  the  molten  material  of  tbe  moon- 
let  spread  in  every  direction  for  a  vast 
distance,  partly  filling  op  other  craters; 
fragments  flew  to  distances  of  a  thou¬ 
sand  miles,  scoring  out  deep  furrows, 
one  of  the  latter,  us  now  seen,  being  187 
miles  long,  10  to  25  miles  broad,  and 
with  a  depth  of  1 1,000  feet.
